FROM OTTAWA 


Bulletin Correspondence. 
The debate on the second reqding of 


the Grand Trunk Pactfie subsidy oill 
was opened yesterday by Mr. Blair. 
iis pronouncement bad been anxjous- 
ly awaited ,and up to the moment he 
rose to «peak, the position which he 
would take was absolutely unknown to 
either side of the Bouse. There had 
been rumors that be would give but 
a mild opposition to the proposals, and 
would subside inte the ebairmanship of 
ihe rulway commissven, recently pro- 
vided for in the tal! which he bad just 
successfully carried through parlia- 
sent when he resigved. Any such ex- 
pectation was dispelled in the early 
sentences of his speech. He assumed 
an attitude of upcempromised hostility 
to the scheme throughout, and placed 
himself in. ap attitude which cap only 
be followed by open warlare between 
himself and the government. 
Thoroughly versed i railway ques 
tions, and especially ‘p the workings 
of the Interceiontal railway, he. spoke 
from a standpornt ooeppied by noother 
membér of the House, and one which 
gave the greatest possible force ‘to 
every criticmm he offered. He covered 
the sudject ip all ite departments and 
found odjectwon to-each one. Usually 
his explanations are characterized by 
a measure of isdefiniteness, buat on 
this occasion he was absolytely definite 
and strongly pronoupeed on each point, 
enforcimz the amument both by sar- 
casm and denupciation. At the same 
time his speech throughout was on a 
high level and the personal question 
was not Im evidence excep’ to the most 
jimited @egree. Am exceplion was a 
sneering allusion te Senator Oox’s con- 
nection with the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
There were also sareastic references to 
passages in the premm’’s speech, which 
although not x themselves personal, 
mus* certainly have aroused u measure 
of persomal yesentment on the part of 
the premier. Taken altogether, ii 
was a speech sucb as bas not been 
heard i parhament In many years, 
and marked the ex-Minisier of Rail- 
ways as one Of the Biggest men in Can- 
adian public bfe today. ‘Needless to 
say bw every point war cheered to the 
echo by the opposition and repeived a 
silence which wae not the silence of 
consent by the eupperters of the gov 
ernment, No word ip his remarks 
could be constrved-as indicating any 
desire to assowate, brmase}i with the op- 
position, But the fact that they were 
go ready to aecept bis every statement 
would seem te indicate their willing 
mess to accept him. The one weak- 
mess of Ins speech was that he proved 
too much. Be preved that Canada 
did not wart, apd especially did not 
pow need, amether transcOctinental 
railway. Be proved ihat Canada could 
pot affore the cost entailed by the bar- 
gain. Be proved that it was impro- 
per, wasteful and @eet ructive to build 
parallel and eempeting lines of rail- 
way. He preved thai the Northwest 
did not require mow or ip the future 
any additional trunk line between the 
c. P. R. awd the proposed Canadian 
Northern, Such a hne might’ be 
mocessary morth of the Capadian Nor- 
thern, but not seuth of 1t. He proved 
dhat no agreemént made with a rail- 
way cOmpery can be made binding up- 
on it. Be proved that it was destruc- 
tive to build parallel railways in ihe 
Maritime provinees, it was impossible 
for two railway companies to use the 
one line betweem Quebec and Winni- 
peg. In fact he proved so much and 
so conclusively, that the cOnvicuon 
was foreed that the mere facts were 
less unportam ve bis argument than 
ihe side he was on. The force of his 
reasoning apd the strength of his posi- 
tion may be judged by the fact that no 
member of the government felt him- 
gel! competemi te reply et once, and 
Mr. Charhos war put up on behdlf of 
the goversament to fill im the time un- 
tal tbe mass of argument which Mr. 
Biair had pot forward could be care- 
fully digested so that his points could 
be adequately met. ’ 

He first dealt with Sir Wilfrid’s con- 
tention as to the peceasity of the line 
pecause Of a danger of the abolition of 
the bonding. privileges. Agespst ts 
he pounted ov thac the Intercoionial 
pow gave eonnection through Cifa- 
dian torrvory to Canadtmn winter 
ports, apd @eckaved his opin On that if

abe proposed Proute between Quebec 
and Moncton were followed it would 
have to enter United States ‘territory 
for a short distance at one poimt. 
His position shortly stated was that 
there was no demand or need,for the 
immediate construction of a second 
transcontinental railway. The pro 
buble future need.ofsuch...a railway 
should be provided for by acqujring in- 
formation by means Cf sulveys through 
what 1s at preseat unknown territory 
before a hard and fast bangaim was en- 
tered unto, The present needs of the 
country could Je best met by the ex- 
tension of the Intércolonial to Gegr- 
gian Bay and the building of a govern- 
ment line from the head of Lake Su; 
penor to and througs Maniioba and 
the west and on to the Pacific coast. 
At the same ume he admi-ted that he 
had little hope of securing support 
from etther side of the House for this 
proposition, He laid great stress on 
the immense expense that had been in- 
curred in improving the Intercolonial 
and extending it to Montreal, and the 
financial result .bat co far had been 
acheived. By the government build- 
ing another line paralleling the Inter- 
colonia] between Quebec and Moncton 
these vast expenditures which bad 
been incurred tO make the Intercolon™ 
ial a first-class through rallway would 
be thrown away, and another era of 
Interéojonial defiats would ensue. He 
quoted surveyors’ reports to prove that 
the saving in distance between Que- 
bec and Moncton by any practicable 
line, would be onty from 63 to 77 
miles, as compared with the Inter- 
colonial: and this, he said, was nothing 
in eOmparison with the necessarily 
much better grades which existed on 
the Intercofontal. If, he said, the con- 
tract had provided for building down 
the St. John Valley to the city of St. 
John there would have been aD im- 
portant shortening of distance to Can- 
ada’s nearest winter ocean port, and 
greate™ good wOuld have been secured, 
He estimated the cost of the Quebec- 
Moncton section at fifceen millions, 
ond the Quebec- Winnipeg section at 
fifty milhons, a total of sixty-five mil 
lions for the government line. Adding 
interest to be paid during construc- 
tion, and guarantees on western sec- 
tion, he made the tota! liabilities up to 
one hundred and twenty millions, just 
ten trmes more than the total cost 
given oy Sir Wilfrid Laurier sin his 
speech. An evidence of the fact that 
if figures cannot be they can at least 
be made to say etrange things. To 
wards the conclusion of his address he 
was subjected to a measure of imter~ 
rupiion by government supcorters, bat 
his sharp retorts soon quieted them. 
The following is the concluson of Mr. 
Blair’s speech: | 

“I fully realize that so far as I may 
have made a strong presentation of 
the case against the government’s 
policy, just to that extent it will 
operate to the prejudice of the status 
of ms frends on this side of the House. 
I regret that extremely, but it was ab- 
solyutely unavoidable, I bad to justify 
myself and I have endeavored to do #0 
with no feelings of biiterness, no feel- 
ing of acrimony, but with the deter- 
mination to put the case just as it pre- 
sented itself to my mind and I am 
prepared to take the consequences of 
my own action. I can say that 1 have 
the satisfaction in my own mind and 
conscience that I did not Jend myself 
by word or action to the maintenance 
of the course now taken by, the gov- 
ernment, which I think must be disas- 
trous to the best interest of Canada. 
I would be giad if any, appeal I am 
making could reach the ears of those 
controlling the matter though I know 
that appeal would be wo vain, I would 
appeal to them to thmk more before 
pressing the matter, and for their 
own sakes, if for no one ejse’s, to 
ihink what would ve the consequences 
of their persistent determimatijon to 
press this matter upon the country. 
I appeal to them, I repeat, in their 
own interest and upon behalf of that 
party with which during my whole life 
I have been actively and politically al- 
lied. I am satistied that I have done 
my duty and I leave the matter m the 
hands of parliament and the country, 
feelinz that every man in this parlia- 
ment is just as answerable for the re- 
sult of the course he takes as I am, 
and I am answerable as they. Neither 
can shift upon the shoulders of the 
government the responsibility of this 
project. Every man myst exercise his 
judgment according to his conscience 
and I claim the same privilege for 
myself.” ae ig
